Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 14 and 29, drawn to interface represented by three-dimensional model, 
classified in class 345, subclass 848. 

II. Claims 1-13, 15-28, and 30-35, drawn to on-screen link or communication, 
classified in class 345, subclass 805.
